WASHINGTON, July 26.—Reor- 
ganization of the Shipping Board 
proceeded rapidly today. The resig- 
ration of Theodore Brent, vice- 
chairman of the board, was accepted 
by President Wilson, and Edward 
N. Hurley of Chicago was sworn in 
as a member to succeed William 


Denman, forced out by the Presi- 
dent. 
Tomorrow, the board will elect 


Mr. Hurley cHairman, and the boaré 
of directors of the emergency fleet 


corporation will name Rear-Admiral 


Capps to succeed Maj.-Gen. Goethals 
as the corporation’s general mana- 


ger. Admiral Capps spent an hour 
today conferring with Mr. Hurley 
and Mr. Denman, and later saw 
Gen. Goethals. — 


Acceptance of Mr. Brent's resig- 
nation was announced at the offices 
of the Shipping Board. At the 
White House it was said no one had 
been selected to fill his place, but 
it is. understood the President is 
considering naming a Republican. 

That, it is believed, would allence 
any opposition that might develop in 
the Senate to the confirmation of 
Rainbridge Colby, whose appoint- 
ment to the board was held up at 
the request of the New York Sena- 
tors. 

Gen. Goethals declined today to 
confirm reports that he has asked to 
be sent to France with the Engineer 
Corps. He will remain here a few 
days to advise Admiral Capps.

AN JOSE CANNERIES 
APPEAL FOR TROOPS. 


Regulars Asked to Defend Fruit In- 
dustry and the Employees. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 


AN JOSE, July 
S that United States troops be sent 
here immediately to guard 
2gainst threatened depredations by 
striking cannery workers were tele- 
graphed tonight to Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker by City Manager 
Thomas H. Reed of San Jose, and 
representatives of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Merchants’ Association, 
the seven fruit canneries here, and 
officiala of Santa Clara county. 
This action was determined upon 
at a meeting held in City Manager 
Reed's office late today. It came 


at the close of a day in which twen-| 


ty-five strikers were arrested when 
800 men rioted in an attempt to 
force the Central California Can- 
nery to close, and fifteen warrants 
were issued for the arrest of persons 
believed implicated in the firing of 


six shots into the dwelling of 
Dominic Romano in efforts to carry 
out threats to kill him, his Wife, and 
six children, who were sleeping in 
the house. None of the shots took 
effect. Romano is a foreman in one 
of the plants and refused to join 
the walkout for higher wages and 
a closed shop. 


STRIKERS’ THREATS. 


The strikers tonight were re- 
ported t6 have threatened to come 
into San Jose armed tomorrow morn- 
ing and to shoot anybody who at- 
tempts to interfere with them. In 
his telegram to Secretary Baker, 
City Manager Reed asserted that the 
situation was entirely beyond the 
control of local authorities and asked 
the temporary location of troops in 
San Jose and Santa Clara. The en- 
tire fruit packing industry_of the 
vicinity will be ruined, it was de- 
clared, if the strike is not controlled 
immediately. 

“The food packers are not dis- 
satisfied,” the message read. ‘Threats 
to blow up and burn the plants, to 
take employees’ lives, made by a 
certain class ’'of migratory workers 
who assemble and openly threaten 
women workers, have terrified them 
to such a degree that they will not 
come to work. The canneries here 
have many large orders for the 
United States government and the 
Allies. In one factory alone there 
are 20,000 cases of packed fruit for 
the British commissary department. 
We believe the continued operation 
of these plants is vitally tmportant 
te the general food conservation 
policy of the United States and di- 
rectly important to the War Depart-. 
ment in view of the large war or- 
ders placed and to be placed with 
these plants. 

Sheriff Arthur B. Langford of 
Santa Clara county also telegraphed 
Gov, William D, Stephens, asking

| here. Yesterday Sheriff Langford 
told Martin Madson, secretary to the 
Governor, that there was no need 
for troops and the situation was con- 
trolled. The attitude of the strikers, 
which is reported to be more threat- 
ening than at any time since the 
walkout Monday, was believed to 
have induced Sheriff Langford to 
have sent the telegram. 

The situation as regards the num- 
ber of canneries closed and _ the 
strength of the strikers remained un- 
changed tonight. The strikers are 
reported to be more than 2000 
strong. Three canneries are still 
closed, but others are working with 


short shifts as many of their em- 

| picyees refused to work today be- 

cause of the threats of violence. 
SCHOOL BOYS COMING. 

One hundred Oakland high school 
boys, employed at Sunnyvale, north 
of here, were said to be on their way 
here tonight to replace strikers. 38. 
M. Hunter, superintendent of Oak- 
land schools, telegraphed that stu- 
dents who volunteer for cannery 
work will be given full credit in 
school work. 

Effects of the strike were seen to- 
day on farms and ranches near San 
Jese. Thousands Of boxes of fruit 
were rotting on the trees and in 
driers, it was said. Harvesters are 
reported to have joined cannery em- 
Ployees and are demanding me 
wages. 

A report that sixty soldiers from 
Camp Fremont at Palo Alto had re- 
ported and were patrolling the 
streets of Santa Clara proved erron- 
eous tonight. A man in uniform, 
claiming to be a sergeant in charge 
of a detachment of troops from the 
camp, told cannery officials he had 
been sent to quell disturbances. 
Some time later a detachment from) 
the camp did arrive, but they took 
the man back to Palo Alto under 
guard. The commanding officer 
could not assign any reason for the 
actions and statements of the man. 

Threats alleged to have been made 
by strikers or I1.W.W. members to 
poison frult packed in the ¢annertes 
here led to a declaration late this 
afternoon by representatives of the 
canneries that all of them will close 
down ff the present situation con- 
tinues another forty-eight hours, 

“We will take no chances on the 
wholesaie poisoning of purchasers of 
canned fruit,” said Elton R. Shaw, 
cannery manager and member of the 
City Council. The declaration wag 
made at a conference of cannery rep- 
resentatives, city and county officials 
and officers of the Chamber of Com- 
meree and Merchants’ Association. 

The labor council announced today 
that it had tndorsed the strikers as 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and a delegation was 
sent to the funeral of Pablo Blanco, 


who was killed in a riot Tuesday 
morning at Santa Clara,

OOSEVELT DECLINES 
TO MEET THOMPSON. 


WON'T MEET CHICAGO MAYOR 
AT PITTSBURGH, 


Former President Serves Notice 
that if Burgomaster of “Sixth 
Largest German City in World” 
is Allowed to Speak He will 
Spurn Invitation of Moose. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE--EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 

PITTSBURGH, July 26.—William 
Hale Thompson, burgomaster of the 
“Sixth _largen German city in the 
world,”’ had a rough time in Pitts- 
burgh 

He came here to attend the world 
convention of the Loyal Order of 
the Moose, bringing with him a dele- 


gation of children from the Moose’ 


home at Mooseheart. 

Theodore Roosevelt also was a 
guest, and the presence of the ex- 
President was the thorn in the 
chaplet that “Big Bill" expected to 
place in his own brow. 

In the first place, the burgomaster 
wanted to eat breakfast with the 
colonel at the William Penn Hotel. 
The colonel said no—and didn’t stop 
at that. He served. notice on the 
convention managers that if Thomp- 
son was allowed to talk at the big 
open-air meeting in front of the 
Allegheny Courthouse they would 
have to get along without him. 

The colonel spoke. Big Bill didn’t. 

The ‘declination to break bread 
with him did not, apparently, Have 
any effect on the burgomaster. He 
made a call at Mr. Roosevelt’s hotel, 
but found T. R. “out.” He declared 
he would make another effort to see 
Teddy, but didn’t succeed, much to 
the deep regret of a number of per- 


sons who were seeking “listening 
posts” in the hall, just under the 
opened transom of the colonel’s 


apartments. 

The officers of the convention had 
a hard time explaining Thompson's 
presence to the delegates. The ex- 
planation given was that the invita- 
tion to him was extended three 
months ago, before Big Bill's pro- 
German tendencles became known. 

The burgomaster attended the 
convention. He may not know it, 
but a “committee of safety” was on 
the job prepared to stop him in- 
stantaneously if he should give utter- 
ance to any expression that might be 
regarded as unpatriotic. He didn't 
offend. He simply read a semi-his- 
torical essay, bringing in George ITI, 
John Hancock and other celébrities. 
The scriptures also received favor- 
able mention, as did the lowly 
Nazarene, at whose birth the angels 
and the morning star sang together 
“Peace on Earth, Good Wil to Men.”

EFENSE OF THE NATION 
‘THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 


Most Colossal Sum in Our History to 
Asked of Congress. 


ASHINGTON, July 26.— 

The new war budget, to 

carry the government 
through to next July and to 
cover additional credits to the 
Allies, promises now to far ex- 
ceed $8,000,000,000, and may 
mount to $10,000,000,000, 

War Department estimates 
sent to Congress today call for 
new appropriations of $5,278,- 
636,000 for that branch of the 
military establishment alone. 
Estimates totaling another 
$1,000,000,000 or more are ex- 
pected tomorrow when the other 
departments report their needs, 
and, in addition, Secretary Mc- 
Adoo has indicated that before 
the year is out Congress will be 
asked for a $2,000,000,000 ap- 
propriation to increase the fund 


available for loans abroad. 

As soon as the departmental 
reports are in, the Appropriation 
Committee of Congress will go 
to work on an immediate budget 
which probably will total in the 
neighborhood of $7,000,000,000. 
Meantime the Senate Finance 
Committee, which has the war- 
tax bill in charge, will meet to- 
morrow to consider what part 
of the new expenditures is to 
be provided by taxation and on 
what commodities the new levies 
are to _ fall. The committee 
hopes to have a revised bill 
ready early next week. 


NO NEW CREDITS YET. 
Congressional leaders do not 


expect to have to provide imme- 
diately for the additional credits 
to the Allies, as treasury officials 
| have indicated that no appro- 

priation for that purpose will be 
requested until the next session. 

The gross estimates submit- 
ted by the War Department to- 
day totaled $5,917,878,347, but 
that covered all existing and ex- 
pected deficiencies in the de- 
partment funds, including up- 
ward of. $640,000,000 already 
appropriated for the aviation 
programme. This latter item 
will not be included in the 
budget, but Congress will have 
to provide revenues to meet it,

Secretary McAdoo ig said to 
favor a much larger levy of 
taxes, and a few committee- 
men favor increasing the bill's 
total by $1,000,000,000, or at 
least to $2,225,000,000. 


INTEREST RATE. 


Whether the interest rate on 
,the new bonds shall be in- 
creased is causing much discus- 
sion. There is a strong senti- 
ment that the bonds shal] be 
in serial form instead of run- 
ning for twenty years. 

As to the sources of the new 
taxes, sentiment apparently is 
tending toward securing the 
bulk of the increase from war 
excess profits and incomes. 

Several War Department offix 
clals will appear tomorrow be- 
fore the Finance Committee to 
explain their new estimates, 
Chairman Simmons said tonight 
that, while the -present year’s 
appropriations already total 
$9,226,000,000, it is estimated 
that only about $5,000,000,000 
of that will be spent during the 
present fiscal year. The come- 
mittee’s tax bill has been drawn 


on that basis. 
The largest single item in 
the department's estimate is 


$2,468,613.000 fdr 
fortifications. Others include: 
Pay, $715,828,.440; transporta- 
tion, $450,490,306; clothi and 
nee, -$329,672,218; auto- 

matic machine rifles, $170,277,- 
000; medical supplies and hos- 


pitals, $100,026,000; horses, 
$51.751,466; signal services, 
$3,000,000; quartermaster’s de- 
partment, 163,917,925; bar- 


racks and quarters, $32,118,000;

ASHINGTON, July 26.—While 

Senate and House conferees 

were beginning their work 
today on the long-delayed food-

At an informal conference of Re- 
publican Representatives it was made 
clear to Mr. Mann, according to 
those present, that no partisan fight 
on the question at this time could 
command the support of the party's 
representation in the House. 

Hope of getting the measure 
through conference and ready for 
President Wilson's signature next 
week was brightened somewhat by 
the development, but the leaders 
pointed out that even with agitation 
for the war committee amendment 
silenced in the House, the Senate re- 
mained on record as favoring it, 
and a fight there still was possible. 
The President has asked that the 
provision be eliminated because he 
believes it will on!v harass those 
charged with cenducting the war. 

ACCOMPLISH LITTLE. 

The conferees met twice today, but 
accomplished little. They pledged 
themselves to absolute secrecy dur- 
ing their deliberations, but it is 
known that they passed over the un- 
opposed Senate amendments for the 
time being and discussed generally 
differences between the two houses 
over other amendments. Included in 
these were the proposals for a war 
expenditures corjmittee and for a 
food control bogrd of three mem- 
bers. 

Prompt action was promised by 
most of the eonferees, some predict- 
ing agreement by tomorrow night. 
When Senator Martin, the Demo- 
cratic leader, late today proposed a 
recess of the Senate until Monday, 
Senator Kenyon suggested that the

MERICAN FLAGS 
COST TOO MUCH. 


LEGISLATION URGED TO PRO- 
TCET THE PUBLIC. 


Unreasonable Prices of Dealers 
Found by Federal Trade Com- 
mission's Investigation to be Due 
to Trust Tactics of an Associa- 
tion of Makers. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE?) 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Legis- 
lation to protect the public against 
umreasonable prices for American 
flags was urged in a report to the 
Senate today by the Federal Trade 
Commission, which has investigated 
charges of “gouging” by dealers 
made at the time the United States 
entered the war. 

The commission reported that the 
recent rise in prices was due to un- 
precedented demands and attempts 
by an association of flag makers tu 
fix prices. The commission has or- 
dered proceedings to stop attempts 
made recently to fix a new stand- 
ard at 100 per cent. above old prices 
as means of guarding against decline 
in the market when the supply 
again overtakes the demand. 

The report points out that while 
the cost of materials has not in- 
creased more than 560 per cent. in 
the last vear, the margin of manu- 
facturers on new business has been 
500 per cent., some retail dealers 
have realized 4060 per cent. profit, 
and the total profit to the flag man- 
ufacturers was ten times what it Was 
in 1916.

NEW YORK ALMOST 
FILLS ARMY QUOTA.

Without a record vote the Senate 
rejected Senator Shafroth’s amend- 
ment providing that no appropria- 
thon should be available except in the 
event that States, counties, cities and 
corporations affected by the project 
should pay one-third of the amount 
in addition,

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The 
War situation, particularly with ref- 
erence to developments on the Rus- 
sian front, was brought into the 
Senate debate today by Senator 
Borah, during discussion of the 
River and Harbor Bill. He spoke 
on the need of curtailing expendi- 
tures because of the uncertainty of 
the immediate future. 


“Never at a time in this struggle 
has the outlook been as serious as 
at this time,” Senator Borah de- 
Clared. “Russia, to all appearances, 
is out of the conflict because of in- 
ternal conflicts. What does that 
mean to the people of the United 
States? Could a more serious mes- 
Sage come over our wires and affect 
the lives of millions of our boys than 
the fact that Russia Is breaking 
down? We should pray for the 
success of Kerensky as never before. 

“It means that millions of Amer- 
ican boys will find graves on Euro- 
pean battlefields. No more serious 
condition could confront us than 
confronts the Allies now. The sit- 
vation is here and the hour of sacri- 
fice has arrived. And will the Senate 
stop and parley over money going 
into the improvement of creeks?” 

SUBMARINE QUESTION. 


In addition to the Russian situa- 
tion Senator Borah declared that the 
submarine question, which some 
weeks ago was believed to be favor- 
able to the Allies, has now become 
“distinctly favorable to the Teutonic 
puwers,”’ with reports showing the 
number of sinkings increasing. Then 
France, too, is being gradually worn 
Gown, he asserted. America is in the 
war practically as a guarantee of 
the financial standing of the Aliies. 
The conservation of finances, he said, 
was imperative. 

“Has the time not come when we 
realize that we are if this war?” 
esked Senator Borah. “We should 
proceed to legislate upon these 
measures as if the enemy Were at 
our very gates. Does any one sup- 
pose that the Central Powers, with 
Russia giving in, submarine war 
growing more effective, apparently, 
every day, with France at the height 
of her fighting powers, would discuss 
peace except on Germany's terms?” 

The American people, Senator 
Rorah said, should have presented 
to them definitely and specifically 
the terms and conditions on which 
they are fighting. ‘Give them an 
American issue to fight for and an 
American issue to die for,” he as- 
serted, adding that “if the Senators 
realized that this war was an Amer- 
ican war they would not be sitting 
here passing on the. advisability of 
voting millions of dollars for creeks 
dewn which a duck can not pass.” 

Senator Borah disclaimed intimat- 
ing that the #nited States should not 
be in the war. 

“Rut we can’t do anything more 
helpful,” he said, “than to make it 
known that this is an American 
war, with American institutions in- 
volved. Yet if you go before any 
popular audience they will say it 
has been treated so far as a Euro- 
pean war to settle propositions in 
Europe.” 

THE RUSSIAN PROPOSAL. 

Referring to the recent Russian 
“no annexation” peace proposal, 
Senator Borah continued: 

“That met with no response from 
The United, States 
could have taken nho more impor- 
tant step than to have indorsed that 
declaration. If the United States 
had taken a bold stand in favor of? 
peace, Russia would be 100 per cent. 
more effective today as a fighting 
force. But the United States waited 
for some of the other powers direct- 
ing the war to define this position. I 
did not vote for war out of sym- 
pathy with France, much as I ad- 
mire her. but because our American 
rights were trampled upon and our 
people murdered with the prospect 
of continued outrages and national 
degradation. I voted for war to 
make safe our own blessed republic 
and give dignity, honor and security 
to this democracy of the United 
States. I did not vote for war to 
spread democracy throughout Eu- 
repe, although I would be glad to 
see every King and Prince exiled and 
every dynasty broken forever. This 
has become an American war, a fight 
for American principles to be dis- 
continued when American interests 
are safeguarded and satisfied. It Its 
no longer a war to spread democracy 
in Europe or for rehabilitating Eu- 
ropean cowntries. It is a war show- 
ing that the United States thougp 
slow to act is swift to avenge.”

Dr. Michaelis, and said that they 
were all agreed that peace awaited 
the restoration of Belgium and 
France, without any economic ofr 
other conditions. He also doubted 
that there Squid be peace until all 
the governments clearly and ex- 
pressly repudiated the idea of con- 
quest Or annexations, It was the 


reply to the Reichstag resolution. 
Dr. Michaelis’ speech was made on 
that resolution and the fact that he 
did not speak against that or try to 
dissuade the Reichstag from pass- 
ing that ought not to be over- 
looked. Former Premier Asquith 
thought the previous speakers at- 
tached more importance to the 
Reichstag’s resolution than it really 
deserved. 
IDEA OF ASQUITH. 

Peace, said Mr. Asquith, should 
become the supreme interest of man- 
kind, but subject to an all-important 
condition, namely, that it is a peace 
which does not defeat the purpose 
for which the great nations entered 
upon and have continued the war, 
and that it does not turn to waste 
the immeasurable loss and suffering 
which they had shared and are shar- 
ing in common. 

He welcomed the news that a con- 
ference would be held in early au- 
tumn on the invitation of the Rus- 
sian government. Nothing but good 
could come of a plain restatement of 
the Allies’ aims in a good cause. 
Two new facts of the present war— 
first, that Russia had ceased forever 
to be autocratic, and, second, the 
appearance, with all her moral and 
material forces, of the United States 
in the struggle —— had a direct and 
practical bearing upon the opinion 
of the world as to the sincerity of 
the Allies’ aims. 


“PURPOSE OF THE ALLIES. 
“They mean,” continued the for- 


mer Premier, “that the Allied na- 
tions now include an overwhelming 


majority of the free peoples of the 


world, The Allies are fighting for 
nothing but freedom and nothing 
short of freedom. That is the policy 
of this great and unprecedented ag- 
gregation of free peoples. 

“Earnestly as we desire peace, no 
peace is worth having by which is re- 
stored, under some thin disguise, the 
precarious status quo ante-bellum 
and leaving countries like Belgium, 
Serbia and Greece at the mercy of 
Cynastic intrigue or under the 
menace of military coercion. 

“The principle clearly agreed to 
by every one of. the Allies is that 
in any rearrangement made the gov- 
erning principle cught to be the in- 
terests and the wishes of the popula- 
tions affected. But is that principle 
acceptable to the Central Powers? 
is Germany prepared not only to 
evacuate: Belgium, but to make 
reparation for the colossal mischief 
and damage which accompanied her 
devastating occupation and the prac-' 
tical enslavement of a large portion 
of the Belgian people? Is she pre- 
pared not only to do that but to re- 
store to Belgium, not a pretense of, 
but absolute independence? 

“! should like to know the Ger- 
man answer to these questions. 1 
find no answer in the vague, indeter- 
minate formulae of the Reichstag. 
I have no desire to say that peace is 
Im possible, 


— 


lin, any real approximation of a 
practical kind to the aims and’ ob- 
jects of the Allies.” 

Mr. Asquith thought that the Ger- 
man people was the greatest obstacle 
to peace, but said that was a mat- 
ter for the German people them- 
selves. So far as the Allies were 
concerned, the best hope of peace, he 
was a frank and open state- 
ment, both by way of avowal and 
disavowal, of the objects for which 
they were fighting and as a means 
to that end he welcomed the fullest 
use of all opportunities for an inter- 
change of views between representa- 
tives of the great democracies. It 
could not be too clearly stated that 
this was a matter for the peoples, 
rather than the eovernments. 

IN SIGHT OF PEACE. 

“Onee that is realized by the de- 
mocracies of the world,”’ continued 
the former Premier, ‘“‘we shall be 
within measurable sight of an honor- 
able and lasting peace. Meanwhile 
we shall not be helping the advent

DECIDE TO VOTE 
ON PROHIBITION 


National Amendment Plan to 
Come up Wednesday. 


Two-thirds of Those Present 
Required to Ratify. 


States to be Given Six Years 
to Act on Measure.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—wNation- 
al prohibition will be voted on by 
the Senate next Wednesday. By 
unanimous consent, it was agreed to- 
night to take up Monday Senator 
Sheppard's resolution for a national 
prohibition amendment to the Con- 
stitution and to dispose of it by 
Wednesday night. 

Foes of prohibition consented to 
the vote in order to clear the resolu- 
tion from the calendar, transmit it 
to the House and perhaps shift fur- 
ther agitation on the subject from 
Congress to the States. They se- 
cured an agreement, however, for 
addition of a proviso requiring the 
States to act within six years on the 
Constitutional amendment, if sub- 
mitted to them. | 

The vote in the Senate probably 
will be extremely close. Adoption 
would require two-thirds of the Sen- 
ators present. Senator Sheppard 
predicted tonight an affirmative vote 
of sixty-five or sixty-six votes, just 
enough to approve the resolution, 
which would then go to the House, 
subject to a similar two-thirds vote. 

Ratification of the amendment 
would require affirmative action by 


three-fourths of the forty-eight 


States. 

The resolution provides that: 

The manufacture, sales or trans- 
portation of intoxicating lquors 
within, the importation thereof into, 
or the exportation thereof from the 
United States and all territory sub<« 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof fof 
beverage purposes, are hereby pro- 
hibited.

Important Commission Arrives 
to Arrange Agreement for Im- 
portation of Needed Products 
from United States—Declares 
Country has Lost Many Ships.

AN ATLANTIC PORT, July 26.— 
An official food commission made up 
of seven prominent Norwegians and 
headed by Dr. Fridtjoff Nansen, the 
Arctic explorer, recently named by 
their government to arrange with 
the United States a working agree- 
ment for the importation of negded 
foodstuffs, arrived here today on 4 
Danish steamship from Copenhagen. 
The members of the commission 
are men selected as authorities and 


experts from various industries of 
Norway and have brought with them 


proved detailed statements to show 
the authorities at Washington just 
what Norway needs, and in what 
quantity to provide for the food 
wants of their country. Their aim 
is, if possible, they said, to arrange 
an agreement with this country sim- 
jlar to the one now in effect between 
Norway and Great Britain for the 
exchange of commodities and the 
use of tonnage. 

Dr. Nansen, in an interview on 
board the ship, was emphatic in his 
assertion that Norway is not pro- 
viding Germany or the Central Pow- 
ers with grain or fats. About the 
only commodity that is sold to Ger- 
many, he asserted, is fish, and that 
in a quantity much less than what is 
2014 to the Entente Powers. 

Dr. Nansen confirmed previous re- 
porta that Norway has lost through 
the submarine warfare approximate- 
ly 30 per cent. of its merchant fleet 
or about 880,000 tons. He added 
that all of Norway's merchant ves- 
sels were now engaged in trading 
between the home country and the 
United States or between the United 
States and countries of the Entente.

~ NOW IN EFFECT. 


-If the top rays of your head- 
lights, at a distance of sev- 
enty-five feet, do not throw a 
Slare more than forty-two 
inches high, you can go out 
for a ride tonight without fear 
of being arrested. But, if you 
have neglected to have the 
dealer from whom you pur- 
chased your car, Or someone 
else, adjust your lights to 
conform with the new law, 
which goes into effect today, 
there is a Possibility you will 
be stopped by an officer. 

It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence what kind of lights you 
have—it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference whether you have dim< 
mers or not—the top rays of 
light must not be higher than 
forty-two inches, seventy-five 
feet away. 

Also, and furthermore, ab- 
solutely no spotlights are per- 
missible, unless they are “per- 
manently” attached to the car 
in such a manner that they 
cannot be raised or lowered, 
and the rays of light must 
conform with the same regu- 
lations as headlights.

IRRIGATION DISTRICT HEADS 
DISCUSS PROTECTION. 


Men Entrusted with the Safety 
from Flood of Imperial Valley 
Have to Settle What is the Best 
Method of Maintaining’ the 
Levees with Comparative Safety. 


{[LOCAR CORRESPONDENCE. | 

EL CENTRO, July 26.—One of the 
big questions interesting the irri- 
gation district here is the method of 
maintaining the levees with com- 


parative safety. The Volcano Lake 
levee plan of defense involves a 


_long-drawn-out plan of constant vig- 


llance and dealing with unknown 
quantities, with the ever-present 
danger that from some cause or 
other necessary action may be some 
time delayed too long. This is evi- 
denced by the unstable ground con- 
dition that obtains throughout the 
entire Voleano Lake region, as 
shown by numerous mud volcanoes. 
Knowledge of the cause or causes 
of these volcanoes and all their pos- 
sible effects ls, according to author- 
ities, not altogether definite or com-. 
plete, but one thing is certain, and 
that is that other conditions being 
equal, no engineer would choose the 
location of these volcanoes for the 
permanent security of any struc- 
ture. 
Several miles of the Volcano Lake 
levees are located over and among 


the mud volcanoes, that, though 
small and comparatively inactive as 
yet, may, for all local engineers 


know, spring into destructive activ- 
ity at any moment. 

Two general plans of protection } 
against rising water have been out- 
lined by Thomas Hines, who has 
been associated with many impor- 
tant phases of the levee protection. 

The first is to close Bee River at 
is head, put the Colorado River back 
into its old channel and positively 
keep it there: and the other is to 
continue raising Voleano Lake levee 


lor build other levees in the vicinity 


to hold the flood waters out of Im- 
perial Valley until such times as 
they have risen to such elevation 
that Bee River automatically be- 
comes sealed and the waters of the 
Colorado will return to. their old 


-channel or form a new channel in 


its vicinity. Between the two plans 
there is only the question of com- 
parative degree of protection af- 
forded. 

“From the data and knowledge of 
the situation that I have,’ said Mr. 
Hines, “it seems, at least to me, that 
there is not much probability of the 
river permanently leaving the vicin- 
ity of the lake from natural devel- 
opments until the elevation of the 
lake’s surface at the Cerro Prieto 
heading has reached a height ap- 
proximately fifty feet above sea level, 
and to protect even questionably 
against this height of water will cost 
very much more than it would cost 
by the other plan of closing the head 
ef Bee River and returning the wa- 
ters of the Colorado to their chan- 
nel and securely holding them 
there.”

Because of the many more or less 
sensational rumors which for many

MERCHANTS 


LET WEALTH 
SLIP THROUGH FINGERS. 


Commerce Chamber's Trade Extension Bureau Pre- 
pares a Bulletin Showing How Los Angeles Business 
Men Have Failed to Awake to the Vast Opportunity 
Presented by Heavy Buying of Government Supplies. 


CCORDING to a bulletin now in 
preparation by the trade ex- 
tension bureau of the Cham- 

ber of Commerce, millions of dollars 
are being spent, and still more mil- 
lions are to be expended, in the pur- 
chase of supplies by the government 
for the maintenance and  equip- 
ment of soldiers and sailors. A vast 
emount of this money is being ex- 
pended on the Pacific Coast, but Los 
Angeles business men appear to be 
lamentably indifferent to the oppor- 
tunity. 
It is pointed out that, instead of 
the business concerns of this city 
being alert to try to land every pos- 
sible government contract for sup- 
plies, there has been shown an in- 
difference here that is branded in- 
excusable. Thousands up on. thou- 
sands of dollars could be rolling 
into the business houses of this city 
that are now paid out in other trade 
centers, simply because the local 
concerns have not felt it was of suf- 
ficient importance to stock up with 
the classes of goods that the govern- 
ment demands. 
From time to time the Chamber of 
Commerce and the newspapers of 
tnis city have taken especial pains 
to call attention of the local busi- 
ness world to the requests of the 
depot quartermaster for bids on sup- 
Plies that within all reason could 
be expected to be found in stocks 
such ag are maintained in Los An- 
geles. In some cases there were ac- 
tually no bidders here; itn other cases 
the offerings were not in compli- 
ance with the demands, and most 
profitable orders went elsewhere. 

“It is high time the business com- 

munity of Los Angeles awakes to the 

golden opportunity,” said William 

Dunkerley, secretary of the bureau, 

yesterday. “The inpouring of monev 

from the government for purchase o*’ 

supplies that very reasonably could 

be furnished through local houses, 
were the proper effort made, would 
have a most appreciable effect on 
the general monetary conditions of 
thie city. 

INDIFFERENT RESPONSE. 

“A depot quartermaster’s office 
has been opened in Los Angeles, yet 
only a few of the local merchants 
appear to realize the importance of 
this move. Only a most indifferent 
response has been made, go far, to 
the calle from that office for bids 
on supplies that represent hundred- 
ot thousands of dollars. 

“One circumstance will fllustrate 
this point. Recently the depot quar- 


termaster wanted to place an order 


for 15,000 pounds of issue bacon. He 
was able to obtain only 1200 pounds 
of such bacon in Los Angeles. It is 
true that fully 100,000 pounds of 
bacon could have been obtained 
here, but the ration calls for a dif- 
ferent grade from the ordinary 
treakfast bacon and only this limited 
supply of the grade desired was 
available. The depot quartermaster 
very naturally thinks that Los An- 
geles merchants, knowing that thou- 
sands of men are to be furnished 
with bacon of a certain standard, 
should make an effort to carry that 
class in their stocks, just as they 
would meet the demand of their 
trade if it required a certain grade 
This is merely an example, but it ar 
Plies to practically all the items on 
the ration list,

WILL EXCUSE MEXICANS 
IN DRAFT EXAMINATION. 


OLLOWING a conference yes- 
terday between J. M. Carpio, 

local Mexican Consul, and the 
members of the exemption board of 
district No, 17, it was decided that 
Mexicans who can certify they are 
aliens will not be compelled to sub- 
mit to a physical examination under 
the draft. 

Mr. Carpio told the board mem- 
bers that his people are very im- 
patient at the prospect of the physi- 
cal examination, since they could not 
understand its purpose, the law as it 
stands at present exempting all 
aliens within the country from serv- 
ice under the draft. 

After discussing the matter at 
some length the * board members 
agreed with the logic of Mr. Carpio, 
as they had all along been convinced 
that it is quite foolish and a waste 
of time and effort to examine a class 
of men whom the law specifically 
exempts. And so they agreed that 
all Mexicans drawn under the draft 
and summoned to appear for physi- 
cal examination would be exempted 
from the latter upon a showing con- 
sisting of their own affidavjts and a 
certificate as to their Mexican citi- 
zenship obtained from thetr Consul. 

This point has been

There is no limit to the rapacity of the 
bosses in Sacramento. At a time when 
the best blood of the nation is about to be 
offered on the altars of principle and pa- 
triotism, at a time when all men who have 
an iota of either virtue or are sincerely en- 
deavoring to minimize this tragic immola- 
tion by conserving every resource necessary 
to the short, successful prosecution of the 
war the calloused pay-roll patriots of Cali- 
fornia are lying awake nights devising ways 
to extort. more money from the taxpayers 
of the State. California’s shameful predica- 
ment is without parallel in the country. At 
least we may thank God for that. Were 
every State in the Union in the clutches of 
such a political machine as that which has 
fastened itself on the vitals of industry, 1a- 
bor and production in California, America at 
this crisis would indeed be in a sorry way. 

Another $50,000-a-year commission has 
just been added to the thirty such dynastic 
bodies already saddled on the State. An- 
other administrative bureau has been set 
up to abstract dollars from the long-suffer- 
ing citizenry of this unfortunate common- 
wealth. It is the State Real Estate Com- 
mission this time. The name, Iike all the 
rest, is a euphemism. ll 

As usual, the bosses have been able to 
turn the trick without much trouble. The 
realty men of California wanted a law that 
would make things more unhealthy for the 
crooks that infest their business in this 
State. They had wanted it for years. No 


one in Sacramento seemed to pay much at- 


tention to their pleas until some genius of 


the machine hit upon the happy idea of 


giving the brokers their law and at the 


same time getting a new commission out 


of it. Then the law found ardent support- 
ers. It was the same old moss-grown for- 
mula that has been used in the building up 
.of all the intrenched outerworks that sur 
round and bulwark the great inner citadel 
of political graft. 
There is nothing to indicate that the real- 
ty men who took the lead in getting the 
Realty License Bill through the Legislature 
were inspired by other than commendable 
motives. This has been questioned by some 
of the realty men of the State, it is true, 
but the charge that the act was put through 
for the purpose of creating a monopoly in 
the handling of real estate has not been 
‘substantiated by tangible evidence. On the 
face of it the law is impartial in its appli- 
cation, and, in so far as the clauses actually 
dealing with the regulation of the real es- 
tate business are concerned, shows the ear 
nest purpose of the authors to protect the 
honest members of their own profession and 
the public at large from the depredations 
of the all-too-numerous crooks operating in 
lands and lots. Into the bill, however, was 


inserted the regulation Sacramento brand 


of joker. . 

To the credit of some of the realty men 
who framed the bill and had it introduced 
it must be said that they made an honest, 
though vain, effort to keep the law from 
being merely the stepping stone to another 
administration grab. Appreciating the ne- 
cessity of conserving the State's resources 
to the utmost in the present time of na 
tional emergency and being desirous that 
the passage of the license law should not 
add a cent more to the cost of government 
in California than was -bsolutely necessary, 
these proponents of the bill had placed in 
it a clause which would have made the 
creation of a brand new commission tn- 
necessary. This clause provided specifically 
that the Governor might, at his discretion, 
turn the administration of the realty Ii- 
cense law over to the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, this official to receive for the ex- 
tra service imposed upon him an additional 
thousand dollars by way of salary. There 
was no doubt in the minds of those making 
the suggestion that the official in question 
could easily take care of the added detail, 


for they had studied the matter carefully. 


and knew just how much work was involved 
in it. 

There had also been placed in the Dill, 
however, a provision that the Governor 
might (likewise at his discretion) create 
a special commission enjoying the privilege 
of raiding the State treasury to the tune 
of $50,000 annually and having a $5000-a- 
year autocrat at its head. One of the lead- 
ing real estate men of Los Angeles declared 
mournfully last week that ff there had been 
the slightest question tn his mind as to 
which of the two methods the administra- 
tlon would choose at such a time as this 
he would never have permitted his name 
to be used in connection with the measure. 
The elevation of a brand new commission, 
when an inexpensive plan would have 
served just as well and when provision had 
actually been made for such a plan, he as- 
serted hotly, was nothing less than a crime 
against the people of California. 

The Times, which has year in and year 
out voiced the despair of thinking people 
at the way things were being manipulated 
in Sacramento, need not attempt to put 
the thing more strongly. The case, like 
‘so many others before it, would be too 
flagrant to require comment, even were the 
conditions confronting California and the 
nation at this moment not so ominous. Un- 
der the circumstances one can only help- 
lessly wonder how much longer the citizens 
of a sovereign State are going to endure 
this kind of government. 


BLOW TO SEATTLE. 

A union laborer has a right to say 
that he will not accept employment from a 
capitalist who employs non-union workmen 
or from a corporation whose president is 
@ Holy Roller or whose secretary is a 
member of the A.P.A., and an employer has 
a right to refuse to hire any man who Is 
a member of a union or any man who has 
red hair or any man who hag a cold in his 
head and goes sneezing about his work. 

If an employer discharges, without suffi- 
client cause, a workman with whom he has 
a time contract the workman has a remedy 
at law against the employer, and the rem- 
edy will be effective if—as fs usually the 
case—the employer is solvent. 

If a workman who is a party to a time 
contract leaves his employment without 
sufficient cause—and an order of a labor- 
union to strike is not sufficient cause—-the 
employer has a remedy at jaw against the 
employee, which remedy will probably be 
non-effective, for usually the employee has 
no property that could be levied upon. 

The standard of living of the employee 
is dependent upon the rate of wages be- 
cause the standard of living Is governed 
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workman whose cost of living is increased 
50 per cent. by the increased cost of food 
and clothing has a right to ask that his 
employer—who is engaged in the manu- 
facture of a commodity the price of which 
to the consumer is correspondingly in- 


creased—shall increase the wages paid. 
And if the employer refuses the increase 
the workman has a moral right to leave 
his employment and seek work elsewhere. 
But he has no legal or moral right to as- 
sault or insult the workman who takes his 
place, or to picket or boycott or menace 
or dynamite the property of the employer. 

And of all the unjust and unremunera- 
tive antics of union labor the sympathetic 
strike is the most illogical and absurd. 
Sixteen hundred employees of the Seattle 
Traction Company strike because the com- 
pany decides to employ non-union men. 
Fifteen thousand metal workers quit work 
partly because of “sympathy” with the 
striking car workers and partly because 
their employers buy lizht and power of the 
traction company; and timbermen and 
shingle-makers and carpenters and masons 
and plasterers and painters and plumbers 
quit work out of “sympathy” with the oth- 
er strikers. 


And, in order to enforce the demand of 


union labor that the Seattle Traction Com- . 


pany shall not give work to non-union men, 


the workers of Seattle are losing $100,000 | 


each day and their families will soon be 
menaced with hunger; the industries of 
Seattle—especially the great shipbuilding 
industry—are threatened with extinction 
and the prosperity of the great Puget Sound 
city has received a severe blow. 


RAILROAD RATE QUESTION. 

The members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission who turned down the 
plea of the railroads for a 15-per-cent. in- 
crease in rates did not act wisely or fairly. 
Commissioner McCord said that the nation 
being at war and the cost of fuel and other 
commodities being abnormal, with condi- 
tions affecting the volume and move- 
ment of traffic without precedent, the fu- 
ture of these conditions could not be pre- 
dicted with even a fair degree of certainty. 
He thought that the situation’s not being 
sufficiently normal or stable in character 
made it impossible to make an intelligent 
inquiry into the reasonableness of rates. 
In this, says the Bache Review of July 21, 
“he completely ignored the broad situa- 
tion, which has prevailed for some years, 
in the railroad business. He should study 
the convincing sentences of Commissioner 
Harlan’s opinion. Here is what Commis- 
sioner Harlan says on the subject: 

“Every aspect of the situation was care 
fully examined and illustrated. The re 
sult is a record that !s entirely sufficient 
to enable us not only to decide whether or 
not the proposed rates should be suspend- 
ed, but also to determine whether the pres- 
ent rates in any of the three great rate 
districts of the country might properly be 
increased, and if so, to what extent.’”’ 

The whole country needs much larger 
terminals, more tracks, more cars and more 
locomotives. These needs are not merely 
for the emergency of carrying on the war, 
but in order to make the railroads capa- 
ble of doing the enormous business of the 
country. This it is far from being pre- 
pared to do, and Commissioner Harlan says 
that at once a definite plan should be laid 
for the development and building up of 
our transportation system. To do this the 


railroads need at least a billion dollars a 


year to keep pace with the growing de- 
mands and another billion or two to en- 


gable them to catch up with the present 


needs. 

“Where,” asks Rache Review, “is this 
money coming from? This subject Com- 
missioners Meyer and McCord do not even 
touch upon, and the other commissioners, 


by the purchasing power of wages. A | aside from Commissioner Harlan, propose 


to wait and see. This narrow view utterly 
ignores the fact that the railroads can get 
this money only from investors—that in- 
vestors will not furnish it because the 
strangling policies of regulation have put 
the railroad business in bankruptcy shape 
and no investor will consider risking his 
money in such a business.” 

Commissioner Harlan says that, as we 
look to private interests to furnish the 
transportation service of the country, we 
must see to it that the rewards are suffl- 
cient to attract capital for its. further de 
velopment. Everybody knows that this is 
not now the case--at least, everyone who 
has given the matter any study—and that 
the managers of the great insurance com- 
panies and savings institutions of the Unit- 
ed States are deeply worried because their 
holdings in railroad securities are dimin- 
ishing in value, thus jeopardizing their tan- 
gible assets. 

Commissioner Harlan sums up the whole 
situation when he says that the record, 
and by that he evidently means the record 


not only of the hearings just concluded, 


but the record of the railroads since 1910 
to which he refers, makes it clear to him 
that “the 15 per cent. proposed by the 
eastern carriers, which in its actual re- 
sults would probably not exceed 10 per 
cent., should be permitted to become ef- 
fective,” and that, while the conditions with 
the western and southern lines are some- 


what better, nevertheless they also should . 


be permitted an increase. 

The decision of the commission is de- 
plorable in times like these, when broad 
action is needed. It shows narrowness of 
judgment, which esseset~ 


the present emergency. They should care- . 


fully and conscientiously study the argu- 
ments of Commissioner Harlan, rid them- 
selves once for all of their narrow-gauge 
habits of thought, and at once give the 
roads the full measure of relief asked for— 
not waiting, as they propose, through the 
wholly-inadequate method of studying sta- 
tistics from-month to month before decid- 
ing. 


The Cabinet of President Wilson is not 
measuring up to the standard required by 
the duties of the hour. He must eventual- 
ly see the necessity of reorganizing and 
strengthening, it. As he must depend upon 
the combined efforts of the strong men of 
both parties in Congress he should avail 
himself of the best available timber for his 
Cabinet. The time may come when he 
won't care to carry the burden of the war 
as a Democratic party asset. 


It should not be possible for Carranza to 
negotiate a large loan in this country. He 
was tried as an ally of the United States 
and found wanting. The massacre at Car- 
rizal and the graves of American soldiers 
and citizens that dot Northern Mexico sol- 
emnly attest his faithlessness and his 
treachery.

IRELAND’S CONSTITU- 
TIONAL CONVENTION. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.1 
BY MICHAEL J. RYAN, 


President of the United Irish* League 
of America. 


N VIEW of the recent elections 
a discussion of the proposed 


convention to adopt a constitu- 
tion for Ireland may be purely aca- 
demic. Whether held or abandoned, 
impossible results should not be ex- 
acted from it, nor should unfair 
standards be used for measurement. 
_ To the Constitution of the United 
States—‘“the greatest instrument 
that ever came from the mind of 
man”—only thirty-nine of the fifty- 
five members of the convention af- 
fixed their signatures. One of the 
colonies — Rhode Island—absolutely 
refused to be even represented in 
the convention. Not only was Alex- 
ander Hamilton the only member 
from New York who signed the com- 
pleted draft, but great minds like 
George Mason and Edmond Ran- 
dolph of Virginia and Elbridge Ger- 
ry of Massachusetts refused to ap- 
pend their signatures. Ratification 
of it by the colonies was secured 
only after the most earnest plead- 
ing, strenuous argument, bitter con- 
tests and promises of amendment. 
John Adams said: “The Constitu- 
tion was extorted by grinding ne- 
cessity from a reluctant people.” 

In accordance with the provision 
to secure its ratification, each of the 
States was required to call a con- 
vention to approve the draft. Penn- 
sylvania voted 46 to 23 in favor of 
it—a two to one vote. Connecticut 
voted 128 to 40 to accept it. The 
Massachusetts convention, after one 
month‘s deliberation, voted 187 to 168 
in favor of it—a majority of only 19. 
Maryland approved by a vote of 63 
to 11. South Carolina voted 149 to 
73. New Hampshire convention took 
four months to deliberate and then 
approved by a vote of 57 to 46, but 
insisted on twelve amendments as 
a condition. In Virginia ratification 
was opposed by men like Patrick 
Henry, and it required all the influ- 
ence of Washington and the skill of 
Jefferson to secure its approval, 
which was obtained only by a vote 
of 89 to 79. New York by a vote of 
30 to 27 approved; but this narrow 
margin was secured only by the 
promise that a second Federal con- 
vention would be called to pass 
vpon all amendments, and New 
York suggested many of these. 

North Carolina refused absolute- 
ly, on July 21, 1788, by a vote of 184 
to 84, to approve the Constitution 
and demanded that a second Na- 
tional Constitution Convention 
should be called. Rhode Island was 
so bitter in its’ opposition that it 
not only sent no delegates to the 
constitutional convention held in 
Philadelphia, but it also refused to 


eall a State convention even to dis- 


cuss the new frame of government. 
A general election through the town 
meetings was held throughout the 
State, and the people, by a vote of 
2708 to 232, recorded themselves 
against the Constitution. 

When 
Presidency North Carolina and 
Rhode Island, so far as their con- 
sents were concerned, were outside 
the Union. Congress passed a law 
suspending the tonnage tax as it 
related to these States and then 
North Carolina called a second As- 
sembly which, by a slender majority 
of 11, reversed the prior action. On 
May 28, 1790, after Washington had 
been President for nearly a year 
and the Federal government was ex- 
ercising its every function, Congress 
passed a law prohibiting all inter- 
course with Rhode Island and de 
manding the payment by’ her of her 
share of the cost of the successful 
prosecution of the War of the Rev- 
olution. It was only after this ac- 
tion that Rhode Island, by a vote 
of 34 to 32, ratified the glorious Con- 
stitution of the United States which, 
during all our national existence, 
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Washington assumed the » 


has proven the shield and sword of 


a triumphant democracy. 

If this wondrous plan of govern- 
rent could be approved only after 
such difficulties by a people whose 
independence had been won in the 

tress and struggle of eight years of 
‘conflict with an enemy whose au- 
thority had been banished from 
their land—a people vested with the 
responsibility that comes with lib- 
erty—why should complete accord 
be expected and substantial unan- 
imity be demanded from an assem- 
blaze such as this Irish Constitu- 
tional Convention is proposed to be? 
Ought we to expect from its mem- 
bership greater wisdom and forbear- 
‘ance and moderation than were 
shown by those who drafted, adopt- 
ed and ratified our Constitution?

WASHINGTON, @#July 21. — “Buy 
flour In small quantities and protect 
it carefully from spoilage” is the 
keynote of a suggestion from the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Sound flour milled from standard 
wheat exhibits yery little tendency 
to decompose when stored in a 
proper manner. Nevertheless, there 
is considerable loss of flour through 
spoilage as a result of improper 
storage, particularly during the 
summer months. Flour dealers nat- 
urally have to carry in. storage an 
amount of flour proportionate to the 
current needs of their trade. House- 
keepers on the farm and in the city 
should purchase flour in accordance 
with their needs only. It is false 
economy for the housekeeper to 
purchase larger amounts of flour 
than can be used within a reason- 
able length of time. This may be 
a barrel for a large family; more 
often it will be the fifty-pound sack.

CLOSE ROLLS. 


Seventy-three are Recruited 
in Half a Week. 


Varied Tradesmen Wanted for 
Engineers’ Corps. 


Second Growing. 


Under the spur of the draft, re- 
cruiting in the various stations in 
the city is proceeding rapidly. The 
Second California Ambulance Com- 
Pany of the National Guard has 
closed its rolls after having re- 
cruited, in a little less than three 
days, from fifty-three. to’a full war 
strength of 126. Many more offered 
themselves than could be taken. The 


company has been ordered to report 
for duty on August 5 at 7 a.m. 
Capt. Leeds of the United States 
District Engineer’s office has been 
directed by Col. Edward Burr of 
the Fourth Engineers to enlist 184 
specialists for that regiment, in- 
cluding forty-nine wagoners, eight 
horseshoers, sixty-seven carpenters 
and fifteen miners. Enlistment will 
be for the duration of the war and 
the regiment probably will see im- 
mediate action. Capt. A. H. Archer, 
formerly of Los Angeles, has been 
made captain adjutant of the Fourth 
Regiment. The engineers have re- 
— no men in Los Angeles since 
ne. 


CRACK BATTERIES FILI. 


The two batteries that Stewart 
Edward White, the novelist, is re- 
cruiting, are being rapidly made up. 
The first has been completed and 
fifty men obtained on the second. 
To the first company Santa Barbara 
contributed fifty men. 

A company of twenty-five men 
left for Vancouver yesterday after- 
noon, having been recruited by 
Sergt. Dunlap of the Royal En- 
gineers, 224 San Fernando RBuild- 
ing, for the Canadian forces. These 
men are for the infantry. The spe- 
cilalists, who go to the engineers’ 
corps, are being sent to an Atlantic 
port, and thence direct to England.

C. Burris is recruiting a unit known 
as naval base hospital No. 3. to. be 
made up of Southern California 
men, which will be given three 
months of intensive training here 
in Los Angeles and then will be 
ordered into active service, at once, 
fn all probability.

Fifteen more hospital apprentices 
are needed for this organization. 
The staff is made up of a number 
of prominent Los Angeles physi- 
clans, and Dr. Rea Smith is its head.

IR ALFRED MOSELY 
DIES IN LONDON. 


HAD LARGE INVESTMENTS IN 
IMPERIAL VALLEY. 


Noted British Educator and 
Friend to the Development of 
Southern California Passes Away 
as Result of Extra Duties En- 
tailed by the European War. 


EL CENTRO, July 26.—Sir Al- 
fred Mosely, C.M.G., F.R.C.L, mul- 
ti-millionaire, died suddenly yester- 
day, gccording to a cablegram re- 
ceived here last night from Lon- 
don by J. Elliot Druiff, his son-in- 
law. He was 62. Overwork in con- 
nection with war measures was the 
cause of death, in the opinion of Mr. 
Druiff, who received a letter yester- 
day from Sir Alfred stating that he 
was giving much time to official gov- 
ernment conferences. 

Sir Alfred Mosely had extensive 
interests in Imperial Valley, notably 
the ostrich farm with 2590 birds 
and much land and securities. The 
foundation of his fortune, which is 


reputed to exceed $100,000,000, was 
made in the Kimberly diamond 
mines, in which he was associated 
with the late Cecil Rhodes.
